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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3 
and 5 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or suggest, singularly 
or in combination, at least the limitations of base claim 1 which requires that "said first 
electrode coming into direct contact with an electrode of said first chip component and is 
bonded by said second electrode coming into direct contact with an electrode of said 
second chip component such that a longitudinal axis of said third chip component is 
arranged orthogonally to a longitudinal axis of each of said first chip component and 
said second chip component" (see last six lines of claim 1 ). Also see applicant's 
arguments on page 4, last paragraph to page 5, 1 st three paragraphs, in applicant's 
response of 10/14/2009. 

2. Similarly, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest, singularly or in 
combination, at least the limitations of base claim 5 which requires that "said second 
chip component is bonded by coming into direct contact with an electrode of said first 
chip component such that a longitudinal axis of said second chip component is arranged 
orthogonally to a longitudinal axis of said first chip component" (see last four lines of 
claim 5).
